The Committee determined the force used by Deputy Chevez was objectively 
reasonable and in compliance with Department Policy. The Committee also 
determined the tactics used were within the Department's training standards. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


The Committee recommended that Deputy Chevez and Deputy Gooseberry attend 
the four hour Arrest and Control for Field Operations class.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review of the June 23, 2011, fatal shooting of William Lazaro Quiros by Los 
Angeles County Sheriff Deputy David Chevez. It is our conclusion that Deputy Chevez acted in 
lawful self-defense and defense of others. 


The following analysis is based on reports prepared by the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department (LASD), submitted to this office by Investigators Boyd Zumwalt and James Charles, 
LASD, Homicide Bureau. The District Attorney's Command Center was notified of the 
shooting on June 23, 2011, at approximately 7:45 p.m. The District Attorney Response Team, 
comprised of Deputy District Attorney Deborah Escobar Delport and District Attorney 
Supervising Investigator Gregory Frum, responded and was given a briefing and a walk-through 
of the scene. Deputy Chevez provided a voluntary statement which was considered as part of 
this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On June 23, 2011, at approximately 6:40 p.m., Deputies Ericka Gooseberry and David Chevez 
were working uniformed patrol in a marked police vehicle travelling northbound on Prairie 
Avenue. They observed William Lazaro Quiros walking quickly away from the Quick Stop 
liquor store with his right hand on the front part of his waistband, as if he was clutching 
something. Both deputies recognized Quiros as a parolee and Chevez knew him to be a 
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Lennox-13 gang member.' Gooseberry and Chevez decided to contact Quiros. By this time, 
Quiros was seated in the driver’s seat of a maroon Nissan Altima parked in the parking lot with 
the door opened. 


The deputies pulled into the lot and parked behind the Altima. Gooseberry and Chevez exited 
the patrol car and quickly approached the driver's side of the car. Chevez removed his service 
weapon from its holster.” As soon as Quiros saw the deputies, he stood outside the car and said, 
“What the fuck are you doing? What the fuck do you want?” Gooseberry removed her service 
weapon at this time. Chevez attempted to calm Quiros, to no avail. Chevez grabbed Quiros’ 
right forearm with one hand and ordered him to place his hands behind his back. Quiros ignored 
the order and continued to curse loudly at the deputies. Chevez turned Quiros toward the car and 
patted down his waistband area and felt what he recognized to be a firearm. He informed 
Gooseberry of the gun and told her to handcuff Quiros. Gooseberry holstered her service 
weapon and grabbed Quiros’ right arm while Chevez held onto his left arm. Quiros resisted 
Gooseberry's attempt to handcuff him and elbowed her in the chest. Quiros broke free of the 
deputies and ran toward the rear of the Altima. 


Chevez immediately grabbed onto Quiros' shirt and tried to trip him. Quiros ignored Chevez' 
repeated orders to stop and show his hands. As Quiros ran along the passenger side of his car, he 
suddenly turned to his left and reached his right hand toward his waistband. Chevez believed 
that Quiros was about to remove the firearm and shoot at them. In tear for his life, and his 
partner's life, Chevez let go of Quiros’ shirt, moved to his right and fired four times at Quiros. 
Quiros fell to the ground and continued to move despite being ordered by the deputies to remain 
still. Gooseberry called for assistance and a rescue ambulance. The deputies covered Quiros 
with their service weapons until responding deputies arrived. 


Los Angeles County Fire and Rescue pronounced Quiros dead at the scene from multiple 
gunshot wounds. The postmortem toxicology report revealed that Quiros’ blood tested positive 
for the presence of marijuana and methamphetamine. 


A Derringer-style .38 special handgun was recovered from Quiros right front pants pocket. The 
double barreled, break action, two-shot handgun was unloaded and wrapped in a red cloth towel.

him. Quiros had his left hand at his belt as if he was holding something. Quiros turned slightly 
to the left and looked over his shoulder. At that time, Chevez fired three to four times and 
Quiros fell to the ground. She heard Chevez repeatedly yell at Quiros, “I need to see your hands! 
I need to see your hands!”

After 10 to 15 
seconds, Quiros was able to break free from the deputies’ control. As Quiros ran from the 
deputies, heard two gunshots and three seconds later heard two more. Quiros stumbled 
and fell to the ground. EH not know where Quiros' hands were at the time of the 
shooting.

CONCLUSION 


California Penal Code §3067(a) requires every prisoner eligible for release on state parole "shall 
agree in writing to be subject to search and seizure by a parole officer or other peace officer at 
any time of the night or day, with or without a search warrant or with or without cause." 


Officers do not need probable cause nor reasonable suspicion to conduct a parole search. This 
type of search is not a violation of the parolee's fourth amendment rights. See Samson v. 
California (2006) 547 U.S. 843; See People v. Reyes (1998) 19 Cal.4th 743, 753.

amm observations were compiled from interviews she provided to Deputy Hooper and Investigators 
Zumwalt and Charles. 
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The use of deadly force in self-defense or in defense of another is justifiable if the person 
claiming the right actually and reasonably believed (1) that he or the person he was defending 
was in imminent danger of being killed or suffering great bodily injury, (2) that the immediate 
use of force was necessary to defend against that danger, and (3) that he used no more force than 
was reasonably necessary to defend against that danger. 

[See California Criminal Jury Instructions—CALCRIM 505] 


The evidence examined in this investigation shows that Deputies Gooseberry and Chevez were 
attempting to conduct a lawful parole search of Quiros. Quiros was uncooperative and used 
force against the deputies in an attempt to escape. As he fled, he ignored commands to stop and 
show his hands. Instead, he reached for his waistband where Chevez had detected the presence 
ofa firearm. Quiros' actions placed Chevez in reasonable fear for his life, and the life of his 
partner, and caused him to respond with deadly force. 


We conclude that Deputy David Chevez acted in lawful self-defense and defense of others when 
he used deadly force against William Lazaro Quiros. We are therefore closing our file and will 
take no further action in this manner.

On June 23, 2011, at approximately 1847 hours, Deputy David Chevez, and his partner, 
Deputy Ericka Gooseberry, were traveling north on Prairie Avenue, approaching Е! 
Segundo Blvd. The deputies were in a marked Sheriff's Department patrol vehicle, 
working Unit 30W2. 


IAB Note: | Unit 30W2 is part of a "Summer Enforcement Team,” consisting of 
deputy personnel from the South Los Angeles Station. The Daily 
In-Service sheet for 06-23-11 is included in this case book. See 
Miscellaneous Documents. Unit 30W2's Deputy Daily Work

Miscellaneous Documents. 


As they drove past the “Quick Stop” market, located at 12845 Prairie Avenue, they saw 
a Hispanic male, later identified as Suspect William Quiros, walking south, in the north 
portion of the parking lot. The suspect was walking away from the market, and 
approaching a red vehicle, which was parked in one of the stalls, facing south. 


IAB Note: Area and Neighborhood Maps of the location are included in this 
case book. See Exhibit C. 


The two deputies recognized the suspect, and knew him to be a gang member. They 
also believed the suspect was on active parole. They saw that the suspect was walking 
quickly through the parking lot, and holding on to his waistband with his right hand. The 
deputies then decided to pull into the parking lot, and contact Suspect Quiros. 


As the deputies drove into the lot, the suspect opened the door to his car, and sat in the 
driver's seat. The deputies stopped their vehicle in the parking lot, in a southwest 
direction, approximately 10 feet away from the suspect's vehicle. They exited their 
patrol vehicle, drew their firearms from their holsters, and approached the suspect. The 
suspect turned, saw the deputies, immediately exited his vehicle, and began shouting at 
them. The suspect shouted to the deputies “What the fuck do you want?” and, “What 
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are you guys doing?" The suspect was facing the deputies as he shouted at them. 


Deputy Chevez reached out with his left hand, and took hold of the suspect's right 
forearm. Deputy Chevez then ordered the suspect to place his hands behind his back. 
Utilizing his left hand, and while holding his firearm with his right, Deputy Chevez 
forcefully turned the suspect around, until he was facing his (suspect's) car. As the 
suspect faced his vehicle, Deputy Chevez, utilizing his left hand, felt the suspect's waist 
area, and felt what he believed to be a firearm. 


Deputy Chevez immediately advised his partner that the suspect was armed, and told 
her to handcuff him. Deputy Chevez then took hold of the suspect's left arm, as Deputy 
Gooseberry holstered her weapon, and took hold of the suspects right arm. Deputy 
Gooseberry then removed her handcuffs from their pouch, and prepared to handcuff 
the suspect. The suspect continued to be argumentative and belligerent toward the 
deputies. 


As Deputy Gooseberry attempted to handcuff the suspect, the suspect suddenly swung 
his right arm back, breaking Deputy Gooseberry's grip. The suspect's arm continued in 
a backwards motion, and he struck Deputy Gooseberry's chest, with his right elbow. 
Suspect Quiros then ran north, west, and then south around the rear of his vehicle. 
Deputy Chevez took hold of the suspect's shirt, and followed the suspect around the 
vehicle. Deputy Chevez shouted several times to the suspect, ordering him to stop, but 
the suspect would not comply. 


Deputy Chevez attempted to "sweep" the suspect's feet from under him, in order to take 
him down to the ground, but he was unsuccessful. The suspect continued running, as 
Deputy Chevez held on to his shirt. The suspect's actions caused Deputy Chevez to 
lose his grip of the suspect's shirt, causing the suspect to break free. The suspect 
continued running several feet in a south direction, while keeping his right hand in his 
waistband. The suspect then turned to his left, while reaching in his waistband. The 
suspect's actions caused Deputy Chevez to believe the suspect was retrieving his 
weapon, and was about to shoot him and his partner. Deputy Chevez took several 
steps to his right, and fired several times at the suspect, striking him. 


Suspect Quiros fell to the ground, but continued to move his body. Both deputies took a 
position of cover and ordered the suspect to stop moving. The deputies also initiated 
emergent radio traffic. They advised that they had been involved in a shooting, and 
requested additional deputies, and paramedics, to their location. 


When the assisting deputies arrived, they immediately formed an arrest team. Utilizing 
the protective shield, the arrest team approached the suspect and handcuffed him. The 
suspect was treated at the scene by Los Angeles County Fire Department Paramedics, 
Engine Company #161, under the direction of Captain Harter. The suspect sustained 
multiple gunshot wounds, and was pronounced dead at the scene at 1902 hours. 
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Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Stefanie Fredericks was notified, and along with 
Sergeants Carlos Flores and Kelly Adler, responded to the location to conduct an 
administrative review of the incident. The following review is based on written 
documentation, interviews of witnesses, involved deputies, and medical staff.

INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS 


The Internal Affairs Bureau investigators arrived at the scene (12845 Prairie Avenue), 
approximately two hours after the incident had occurred. 


The investigators observed that the crime scene is an asphalt paved parking lot, that 
Serves several small businesses, on the west side of Prairie Avenue. The building, 
consisting of several distinct addresses, is arranged in an “L” shape, around the parking 
lot. The parking lot is divided into two sections, by a raised concrete planter. The planter 
also contains a light, that illuminates both the north and south portion of the lot. 


The investigators observed a marked black and white Sheriff's Department patrol car, 
#506193, parked in a southwest direction, in the north driveway of the parking lot. 
Several feet in front of the patrol car was a red Nissan Altima, License Plate 

with the driver's door open. The Altima (suspect's vehicle), was parked in 
a south facing parking stall, against the planter that separates the lot. 


The investigators observed the suspect's body lying on the ground, just south of the 
planter, in the fourth parking stall from the east. The suspect was lying on his back, with 
his head pointed south and his feet pointed north. There were several blood stains 
around the suspect's body, and underneath his body. The suspect's body was naked, 
as his clothes had been removed by paramedics when they treated him at the scene. 
There were several pieces of torn garments around and underneath the suspect's body.

REVIEW OF RADIO TRANSMISSIONS 


The Internal Affairs Investigator reviewed the emergent radio traffic initiated by the 
involved deputies. 


In the recording, Deputy Chevez can be heard requesting emergency clearance, 
(*10-33, give me the patch"). Deputy Chevez then identifies his unit, (“30W2"), and 
advises that he has been involved in a shooting ("998"). Deputy Chevez additionally 
advises his location, and that he is detaining one suspect at gunpoint, facing south. He

requests paramedics to his location, but advises that they should "stage." Deputy 
Chevez states that there is one suspect "down," and that there are no deputies injured. 


The Sheriff's Communications Center's, (SCC), dispatcher is heard asking other units 
for their estimated time of arrival to the location. She then asks Deputy Chevez what 
direction he is facing. Deputy Chevez advises that he is facing south, and requests that 
assisting units arrive from the north. Deputy Chevez then gives his exact location by 
broadcasting the address. 


Assisting units, including a unit from Aero Bureau, begin to advise that they are 
responding. Assisting units also advise that they will direct paramedics to stage at El 
Segundo Boulevard and Prairie Avenue, which is approximately one half block north of 
where the shooting occurred. Deputy Chevez advises that there are no outstanding 
suspects, and that it will only be necessary to contain the shooting location. He states 
that no additional containment would be needed. 


A sergeant unit is then heard asking the SCC dispatcher to advise the paramedics that 
they may respond to the location of the shooting. A deputy is then heard stating that 
the suspect is being treated and the situation is “Code 4."

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 


Involved Deputy David Chevez was interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detectives, 
Boyd Zumwalt and James Charles, on June 24, 2011, at 0112 hours. The interview 
was conducted at the South Los Angeles Station, and was digitally audio recorded. 
Deputy Chevez was represented by Attorney Mitch Kander. 


Deputy Chevez stated that he and his partner, Deputy Gooseberry, were working Unit 
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30W2. He said she was driving the patrol vehicle, and he was sitting in the front 
passenger seat. He said they were traveling north on Prairie Avenue, coming from 
130^ Street, when they saw the suspect walking south through the parking lot of the 
"Quick Stop" Market (12845 Prairie Avenue). Deputy Chevez said they saw that the 
suspect was walking away from the market, toward a maroon car parked in the lot. 


Deputy Chevez stated that he recognized the suspect as a gang member who was 
known as “Menace,” or “Cuba.” He stated that he had heard about the suspect on a 
prior occasion, and knew that he was known to sell large quantities of narcotics in the 
area. Deputy Chevez stated that he saw as the suspect walked to his parked vehicle, 
he (suspect) kept his right hand near the front portion of his waistband. 


Deputy Chevez stated that he and Deputy Gooseberry decided to contact Suspect 
Quiros. He said Deputy Gooseberry initiated a U-turn on Prairie Avenue, and entered 
the parking lot through the north entrance. She then parked the patrol car to the left and 
rear of the suspect's vehicle. He said that by the time they parked their patrol car, the 
suspect had already entered his vehicle and was sitting in the driver's seat. 


Deputy Chevez said that he and his partner exited their vehicle and approached the 
suspect. He said that when the suspect became aware of their presence, he (suspect) 
quickly exited his vehicle, and began cursing at them. He said the suspect said, "What 
the fuck do you want? What are you doing?" Deputy Chevez said he attempted to 
explain to the suspect as to why they were contacting him, but he continued to be 
belligerent and uncooperative. 


Deputy Chevez said that having already drawn his weapon, he closed the distance to 
the suspect to within an arm's reach. He said he took hold of the suspect's right 
forearm, and ordered him to put his hands behind his back. He said the suspect initially 
did not comply, but eventually did put his hands behind his back. Deputy Chevez said 
that as he held on to the suspect's right arm, he turned the suspect around until he 
(suspect) was facing his vehicle. He said he then released the suspect's arm, and 
utilizing his left hand, he felt the area of the suspect's waistband. Deputy Chevez said 
that he felt what he immediately recognized to be a firearm. 


Deputy Chevez said he immediately told his partner that the suspect was armed, and 
directed her to handcuff the suspect. He said he then took hold of the suspect's left 
arm, as Deputy Gooseberry took hold of the suspect's right arm. Deputy Chevez said 
Deputy Gooseberry retrieved her handcuffs, and prepared to handcuff the suspect. He 
said the suspect suddenly swung his right elbow, striking Deputy Gooseberry. He said 
the suspect then turned and ran north, west, and then south around the rear of his 
(suspect's) vehicle. 


Deputy Chevez said he took hold of the suspect's shirt and followed the suspect around 
the rear of his (suspect's) vehicle. He said he attempted to "sweep" the suspect's legs, 
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but he was unsuccessful. Deputy Chevez said he then lost his grip of the suspect's 
shirt, and the suspect continued south in the parking lot. He said the suspect took 
several steps away from him, and then turned to his left, while reaching in his 
waistband. Deputy Chevez said that fearing for his safety, the safety of his partner and 
the general public, he fired four to six rounds at the suspect. 


Deputy Chevez said the suspect fell to the ground, but continued moving his body. He 
said he then requested assistance via his hand held radio, and detained the suspect at 
gunpoint. Deputy Chevez said that when assisting deputies arrived, they formed an 
arrest team. He said the deputies then, utilizing a protective shield, approached the 
suspect, and handcuffed him. 


IAB Note: The Homicide Bureau Detectives summarized their interview with 
Deputy Chevez in a supplemental report included in this case book.

Involved Deputy David Chevez was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeants, Carlos Flores and Scott Graham, on March 20, 2012, at 1015 hours. He 
was represented by Green and Shinee Attorney Alphonso Estrada. The interview was 
digitally audio recorded. 


Deputy Chevez' statement and description of the incident during this interview was 
essentially the same as he provided to Homicide Bureau detectives. He then answered 
questions relative to tactics and training. 


Deputy Chevez said that when he first saw the suspect walking in the parking lot, he 
recognized him, and told Deputy Gooseberry that they should contact him. He said he 
had been told by informants that the suspect was a known "drug dealer," and was also 
known to carry firearms. 


Deputy Chevez said that when Deputy Gooseberry drove into the parking, he exited the 
patrol vehicle and immediately retrieved his firearm. He said that he retrieved his 
firearm based on what he knew about he suspect, and his belief that the suspect had 
possibly committed a robbery at the market. 


Deputy Chevez said he approached the suspect and took hold of his right arm, with his 
left hand. He said he immediately approached and took hold of the suspect because he 
wanted to gain control of him as quick as possible. He said that though he suspected 
that the suspect could be armed, he was not certain. Deputy Chevez said he felt safe 
taking a hold of, and searching the suspect, while holding his gun in his right hand. He 
said he did not holster his weapon, and take hold of both the suspect's arms, because 
he believed he could verbally calm the suspect down, and get him to comply. Deputy 
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Chevez said that when he conducted the “sweep” of the suspect's waistband, he had 
already turned him around. He said he was standing behind, and to the left of the 
suspect. 


Deputy Chevez said that as soon as he felt the suspect's firearm, he took hold of the 
suspect's left hand, and told Deputy Gooseberry to handcuff him. He said he saw 
Deputy Gooseberry holster her firearm and retrieve her handcuffs. Deputy Chevez said 
Deputy Gooseberry then took hold of the suspect's right arm. He said the suspect then 
swung his right elbow back, striking Deputy Gooseberry. Deputy Chevez said that the 
suspect's actions caused him and Deputy Gooseberry and to lose their grip on the 
suspect. He said the suspect then began running in a north direction. 


Deputy Chevez said he took hold of the bottom of the suspect's shirt, in an attempt to 
keep the suspect from running away. He said the suspect continued running as he 
(Deputy Chevez) maintained a hold of the shirt. He said they ran around the suspect's 
vehicle, and ended up on the passenger side. He said he did not want to let the suspect 
go, due to his belief that he lived close by, and the knowledge that he was armed. 


Deputy Chevez said that he lost his grip of the shirt, and the suspect continued in a 
south direction. He said the suspect took several steps, approximately a car length, and 
began turning to his left. Deputy Chevez said that as the suspect began turning to his 
left, he also reached into his waist with his right hand. He said that knowing the suspect 
was armed, he feared that he (suspect) was going to retrieve the firearm and use it. 
Deputy Chevez said that fearing for his safety, and the safety of his partner, and the 
general public, he shot at the suspect. 


Deputy Chevez said he did not utilize his firearm's sights when he fired. He said he 
utilized a “point and shoot" method, and held his gun with his right hand only. He said 
he believed he shot four to six rounds in quick succession. Deputy Chevez said it was 
still light out, and his visibility was good. He said he was aware that his backdrop was 
another shopping center area across the street. He said he did not see any other 
people in the area when he shot, and his field of fire was clear. Deputy Chevez said 
that based on the suspect's actions, and the fact that he was in possession of a firearm, 
he felt he had no other option but to use deadly force. Deputy Chevez said that the 
incident, from the time he exited his vehicle, to when he shot the suspect, lasted 
approximately two minutes.

EMPLOYEE WITNESSES 


Gooseberry, Ericka 00 


Witness Deputy Gooseberry was interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detectives Boyd 
Zumwalt and James Charles on June 24, 2011, at 0031 hours. Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeants, Carlos Flores and Kelly Adler, were also present during the interview. The 
interview was conducted at the South Los Angeles Sheriff's Station, and was digitally 
audio recorded. Deputy Gooseberry was represented by Attorney Mitch Kander. 


Deputy Gooseberry stated that she and her partner, Deputy Chevez, were working Unit 
30W2. She said that she was driving the marked patrol unit, as Deputy Chevez sat in 
the front passenger seat. Deputy Gooseberry stated that they were traveling north on 
Prairie Avenue, from 130^ Street. She said that as they approached the "Quick Stop" 
Market, located at 12845 Prairie Avenue, they saw the suspect walking away from the 
market, to a parked vehicle. Deputy Gooseberry said she recognized the suspect as a 
"parolee." 


Deputy Gooseberry said that as the suspect walked through the parking lot, he was 
grabbing his waistband with one of his hands. She said that she and her partner 
decided to contact the suspect. Deputy Gooseberry stated that she initiated a U-Turn, 
and entered the driveway of the parking lot. She said she parked the vehicle and both 
deputies exited. She said the suspect had already entered the driver's side of his 
vehicle. When the suspect saw them (both deputies) approach, he immediately exited 
his vehicle. 


Deputy Gooseberry stated that the suspect began shouting at them, stating, "What the 
fuck do you want? What the fuck did | do?" She said that Deputy Chevez then began 
telling the suspect to put his hands behind his back. She stated that the suspect would 
not comply with Deputy Chevez' orders. Deputy Gooseberry stated that due to the 
suspect's actions and attitude, both she and Deputy Chevez had retrieved their 
firearms, and were pointing them at the suspect. 


Deputy Gooseberry stated that she and Deputy Chevez approached the suspect, who 
was standing in the open doorway of his vehicle. She said she took a position to the 
right of Deputy Chevez, and saw Deputy Chevez take hold of the suspect's right arm 
with his left hand. She said Deputy Chevez, utilizing his left hand, turned the suspect 
away from him, causing him (suspect) to face his car. Deputy Gooseberry said that 
Deputy Chevez then let go of the suspect's arm, and patted the suspect's waistband 
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area with his left hand. She said that Deputy Chevez still had his gun in his right hand 
during his contact and search of the suspect. 


Deputy Gooseberry said that after "sweeping" the suspect's waistband, Deputy Chevez 
told her, "Partner 417, hook him." She said that she holstered her weapon, retrieved her 
handcuffs with her right hand, and took hold of the suspect's right hand with her left 
hand. Deputy Gooseberry said she then attempted to place the handcuffs on the 
suspect, but the suspect swung his right elbow back, striking her in the chest. She said 
the suspect's actions caused her to lose her grip of the suspect's right arm. She said 
the suspect then began running north, then west, and then south around the rear of his 
(suspect's) vehicle. 


Deputy Gooseberry said that Deputy Chevez followed closely behind the suspect, and 
took hold of the back of the suspect's shirt. She said Deputy Chevez followed the 
suspect around the rear of his (suspect's) vehicle, and she followed behind Deputy 
Chevez. She said that after going around his vehicle, the suspect took several more 
Steps, turned to his left, and reached for his waistband. Deputy Gooseberry said she 
then saw Deputy Chevez point his weapon at the suspect, and fired approximately four 
rounds. 


Deputy Gooseberry said the suspect fell to the ground, and began moving around. She 
said she and Deputy Chevez took positions of cover, and began ordering the suspect to 
stop moving. She said both she and Deputy Chevez initiated emergent radio traffic. She 
said that they advised that a shooting had occurred, and they requested additional 
deputies to their location. Deputy Gooseberry said that when the assisting units arrived 
they formed an arrest team. She said the deputies then, utilizing a protective shield, 
approached the suspect, and handcuffed him. 


IAB Note: The Homicide Bureau Detectives summarized their interview with 
Deputy Gooseberry in a Supplemental Report included in this case 
book. See Exhibit A, Page 39. A Compact Disc, containing the 
audio recording of Deputy Gooseberry's interview, is also included 
in this case book. See Exhibit H. 


Witness Deputy Gooseberry was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants, 
Carlos Flores and Scott Graham, on March 20, 2012, at 1129 hours. She was 
represented by Green and Shinee Attorney Alphonso Estrada. The interview was 
digitally audio recorded. 


Deputy Gooseberry's statement and description of the incident during this interview was 


essentially the same as she provided to Homicide Bureau detectives. She then 
answered questions relative to tactics and training. 
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Deputy Gooseberry stated that when she drove past the "Quick Stop" market she saw 
the suspect walking toward a vehicle in the parking lot. She said she recognized the 
suspect as a gang member, and someone she had contact with on a prior occasion. 
She said she had heard the suspect was known to sell narcotics, carry firearms, and 
was on parole. 


Deputy Gooseberry said her partner, Deputy Chevez, pointed at the suspect, and they 
decided to contact him. She said she then initiated a U-turn, pulled into the parking lot, 
and parked the patrol vehicle facing in a southwest direction. She said that immediately 
upon stopping the patrol vehicle, she and her partner exited and approached the 
suspect. She said she immediately drew her weapon from the holster upon exiting the 
patrol vehicle. She said she drew her weapon because of what she knew and had 
heard about the suspect, and because she saw that he was holding on to his waistband 
as he walked. She said that based on her observations, she believed there was a 
possibility that the suspect was armed. 


Deputy Gooseberry said the suspect became verbally hostile to both she and her 
partner. She said that they tried to explain to the suspect that they just wanted to talk to 
him, but the suspect continued to be argumentative. Deputy Gooseberry said Deputy 
Chevez took hold of the suspect's right arm, and turned the suspect away from him. 
She said that once the suspect was facing his own car, Deputy Chevez, standing 
behind and to the left of the suspect, conducted a search of the suspect's waistband. 
She said Deputy Chevez then told her that the suspect had a gun, and additionally told 
her to handcuff him. 


Deputy Gooseberry said she holstered her weapon, took hold of the suspect's right 
arm, and retrieved her handcuffs. She said she knew that her partner had a grip on the 
suspect's left arm, and still had his firearm in his right hand. She said that when she 
attempted to handcuff the suspect's right wrist, the suspect struck her with his right 
elbow. Deputy Gooseberry said the suspect's actions caused her to lose her grip of the 
suspect, and also caused her to lose her balance. She said the suspect then began 
running in a north direction. 


Deputy Gooseberry said Deputy Chevez took hold of the suspect's shirt in an effort to 
get him to stop. She said the suspect ran around the rear of his vehicle, and then 
turned in a south direction with Deputy Chevez maintaining a grip on the shirt. Deputy 
Gooseberry said she was following close behind Deputy Chevez, while at the same 
time attempting to put her handcuffs away and retrieve her firearm. Deputy Gooseberry 
said that when the suspect and Deputy Chevez reached the front passenger side door 
of the suspect's vehicle, Deputy Chevez lost his grip of the suspect's shirt. 


Deputy Gooseberry said the suspect took several steps and then began turning his 
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body to the left, while at the same time reaching into the right side of his waistband. 
She said that Deputy Chevez then fired four rounds at the suspect, striking him. Deputy 
Gooseberry said the suspect then fell to the ground and began moving his body. She 
said she and her partner began shouting orders at the suspect to stop moving, and 
Deputy Chevez also initiated emergent radio traffic. Deputy Gooseberry said that when 
the suspect fell, she took a position of cover behind a parked vehicle, east of the 
suspect's position. She said Deputy Chevez took a position to the west. She said that 
when assisting deputies arrived, they formed an arrest team, and the suspect was 
handcuffed. 


Deputy Gooseberry stated that at the time of the shooting, she did not fire her weapon 
for two reasons. She said she had not yet retrieved her firearm from her holster, and 
she was not in a safe position to fire. Deputy Gooseberry said she was still behind her 
partner when she saw the suspect turn, thus Deputy Chevez was in her field of fire. She 
said that based on her observations, she understands why Deputy Chevez shot the 
suspect. She stated that she believes the suspect was in the process of retrieving his 
weapon, and was going to shoot at her or her partner. 


Deputy Gooseberry said Deputy Chevez was approximately 10 feet away from the 
suspect when he fired. She said that when the shooting occurred it was still light out, 
and the visibility was good.

Several individuals stated they heard gunshots, but did not actually witness the 
shooting or had any knowledge of the circumstances surrounding the incident. The 
names of the residents contacted, and a summary of the deputies' contact with them, 
are documented on supplemental reports.
